Covent Garden, Has Unique History

London's well-known district. Covent 
arden. from which name Is derived 
one of the greatest end moat famous 
opera houses In the world, was once 
the quiet burial ground of the monks 
of Westminster. Nuns. too. built 
thereon a country retreat. Through 
ven centuries has the name COvent 
arden clung to this part of England's 
lg metropolis, and has become tdentl- 
ed with that great branch of music's 
act—tbs opera, since it first saw ths 
light of day. 

In the eeventeenth eentury. "the hew 
lay house at Drury Lane” was known 
s Covent Oarden Theatre, but thU 
ame had to be dropped for the reason 
hat John Rich, one of Its famous 
mrlequlns obtained from Charles II. 
'letters patent." permitting him to 
build a new theatre After the death 
if Rich thla patent was sold for ths 
then huge sum. 8300.000. and Is still 
•gardfd as a very valuable asset to 
he present owners of the theatres, 
(itch's theatre opened with "The Way 
of the World" in 1732. by his “Com- 
any of Comedians." and some time 
fter It *m followed by "The Beggar's 
Opera"; the first opera to be given 
Jn this theatre. Opera and drama did 
not. however, hold a monopoly here for 
In the year 174S. according to the 
writings of Horace Walpole—"Handel 
haa eet up an oratorio against opera, 
and It suoceeda." This referred to the 
performance of the great oratorio. 
"Meaelmh." at Covent Oarden. on 
■rhlch occasion Is said to date the tradi¬ 
tional rising of the audience on the 
singing of the "Hallelujah Chorus." 
Handel's "Judea Maccabeeus." and his 
opera. "Atalanta" were both produced 
here Many early tragedies, real and 
counterfeit, can be told of the old 
historic theatre. One of these was the 
ead end off Peg Woffington, the darl¬ 
ing of court and society, who during 
the epilogue In her favorite part of 
Rosalind In "As You Like It. was 
stricken with paralysis. Martha Ray. 
the boast of the day. met her death st 
the hands of her Jealous lover, the 
Rev James Hackman, and here It was 
that the one time poor and struggling- 
playwright. Richard Sheridan, fell In 
love with the famous singer. Elisabeth 
Unity and married her Covent Oarden. 
too. was the first to experience the 
differences between employees and em¬ 
ployers. On one occasion in 1788 the 
dancers of the ballet refused to ap¬ 
pear because they were given worsted 
stockings In piece of the usual real 
ellksl They won their caee!

Should We Stop Teaching.the Old Testament to Our Children? 


By DR. KARI. REILAND 

I CANNOT see that the story of Sam¬ 
son and Delilah, polygamy, car¬ 
ousals and other accounts carried 
in the Old Testament are harmful to 
the youth of this oountry. 

Experience shows after hundreds of 
years that untold thousand# of young 
people who have been brought up ou 
the Bible, .and who have been taught 
from the Old Testament, have never 
had anything but profound respect 
for what they got from It. 

It would be Just as foolish to argue 
that the works of Shakespeare, the 
classics of Homer. Ovid and Socrates 
are equally unfit because they con¬ 
tain what critics of the Old Testament 
would enumerate as objectionable in¬ 
cidents. 

A THl'E LESSON 

Take the story of David, for example. 
Here is a man who staple the farm 
of one of his subjects. Ha takaa him 
and puts him In the front rank of 
hie army so he will be killed. He doer 
this that he might posses) himself 
of the man's wife, whom he covets. 

The prophet Nathan confronts David. 

••What would you do. O king.’* the 
prophet asks, “to a man who stole 
the lamb, the last bit of sustenance o t 
a poor man?” 

“Show me him and I will kill him.” 
roars David. 

"Thou art the man.” says Nathan 

There Is a great moral lesson ther 
Xt does not harm the reader to hear 
of a man coveting another’s wife. It 
is good to expose rottenness sometime. 
It condemns it always, does it not? 

The great point to remember about 
the Old Testament Is thiat It gives « 
faithful description of the sins of its 


This is In line with the old Jewish 
custom of refusing to allow the chil¬ 
dren to read some parts of the Scrip¬ 
tures until they were twenty-one years 
of age. 

Another argument is that these early 
heroes were living up to their light, 
that they were as good as any In that 
day and we must recognise the gradual 
evolution of ethical principles and re¬ 
ligious concepts along with the pro¬ 
gressive ness of Ood's revelation. We 
accept this. But It le quite Impos¬ 
sible to explain this to children.

In the general melee one argument is for¬ 
gotten entirely. The forgotten pom! is that it 
is only competition in the open that makes for 
progressive cineriia showmanship. I sat through 
the debate in the House of Commons and it 
seemed to be assumed that the cinema business 
was like any other entertainment business. No 
one seemed to realize that it is a deeper and 
svider thing altpgether in its effects, and that 
the main problem is not to protect producers, 
but to build up a sense of international show¬ 
manship in them so that the product will speak 
for itself. 

. 'The English producers haven't arrived 
at that point and I fear they won’t so long 
as they are shut up in the hothouse of protec¬ 
tion. I~hey will improve their organization 
without a doubt and learn to produce fast, but 
1 suspect they will not develop anything like 
that continuous feeling for the public pulse 
which exists in the centre of an organization 
like Famous Players, and which is the secret 
of all success and progress in the cinema buai-

Re—nsld Denny it another screen star who 
Swells the box offices takings whenever he is 
billed, who might have been acting in England 
or Canada if either country had seized the pic¬ 
ture opportunity as the United States seized it. 
Denny hails originally from England where he 
once started on the road to fame at a fighter. 
Cyril Chadwick helped England to turn out a 
successful comedy. "The Three Lives Ghost." 
All who saw It will remember him as “Spoofy." 
Then Hollywood called him.
